Within the antarctic circle lie vast 
iron, coal and oil resources coveted 
not only by the U. S. but by Norway, 
Germany and Great Britain. In pre- 
vious trips to that region Rear Adm. 
Richard E. Byrd staked out vast 
areas for the U. S., but no official 
claim was ever made. _ Several 
weeks ago congress appropriated 
$340,000 for a land-staking expedi- 
tion which Explorer Byrd will lead 
out of New York early next October, 
hoping to claim approximately 675,- 
000 square miles of antarctic wastes.

Greatest reason, however, was 
Germany's apparent support of Bul- 
garia’s long-standing territorial 
claim to Dobruja, which she lost to 
Rumania after the World war (see 
map). Should enough Rome-Berlin 
axis pressure for return of this terri- 
téry be placed against Rumania, 
Adolf Hitler evidently presumes 
King Carol might be persuaded to 
drop his Anglo-French connections.

Poland, Rumania, Turkey and 
Greece.

CONGRESS: 
Going Up 

In 1878 an economy-bent Forty- 
fourth congress appropriated $291,- 
220,000. In 1909 the government’s 
expenditures first topped the billion- 
dollar mark; 1918’s war crisis 
brought it to 18 billion; 1919 made 
it 27 billion. Never since then have 
U. S. expenditures dropped much 
below the four-billion mark and last 
year came a peacetime record of 
11 billion. By mid-July, with most 
appropriating (but little else) out of 
the road, the Seventy-sixth congress 
had managed to set a new record of 
about $13,110,000,000. 

Beyond its control were such casts 
as mounting old age pension reserve 
and the railroad retirement plan. 
Cropping up from the past, too, was 
an item of $3,624,812,065 for interest 
on the $40,000,000,000 national debt. 
Adolf Hitler and Benito Mussolini 
were held responsible for almost 
two billion of it, but not even Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would acknowledge 
the $338,000,000 which an election- 
conscious senate tacked to the agri- 
culture department’s appropriation 
bill for parity payments and dis- 
posal of surplus, commodities. 

Most significant drop: Relief. For 
the 1939-40 fiseal year the U. S. will 
spend $1,755,600,000, against $2,915,-

CHARLES EDISON 


The instant death came to 77- 
year-old Secretary of the Navy 
Claude A. Swanson, his position 
went automatically and without 
fanfare to the assistant who has 
actually managed that depart- 
ment for the past year—Charles 
Edison, son of the late Inventor 
Thomas Edison whom he closely 
resembles. Though many in ad- 
ministration circles predicted Mr. 
Edison would be named secretary 
to succeed -Mr 
Swanson, others § 
thought the post 
might go to Adm. 
William D. Lea- 
hy, retiring chief 
of naval opera- 
tions. 

Though only 49 
years old, Mr. 
Edison is no new- 
comer to govern- 
ment circles. He : 
became assistant Charles 
‘secretary of the Edison 
navy in 1936, but his real initia- 
tion came during the World war 
—while still in his twenties—when 
he directed manufacture of war 
materials. Mr. Edison’s chief 
business interests follow in his 
father’s footsteps, carrying on the 
utilization by mankind of the in- 
struments that inventor perfect- 
ed.” 

Just as many army adminis- 
trative tasks have been given to 
Assistant Secretary Louis John- 
son, so has President Roosevelt 
placed heavy trust in Mr. Edison 
for navy administration during 
Secretary Swanson’s long illness.
